go  in  the  tragedy — a time  when 
laughter  is  definitely  not  want- 
ed, he  noted — there  was  nothing 
he  could  do  but  go  on  and  hope 
he  wouldn’t  make  the  ending 
ridiculous.

Drawing  a parallel  between  the 
feuding  families  in  the  play  and 
the  warring  nations  of  the  world, 
Mr.  Rathbone  said,  “We  don’t 
lose  just  a few;  millions  are  sac- 
rificed— because  in  1961  the 
‘Capulets’  and  ‘Montagues’  still 
can’t  live  together.”

A STATE  DEP.\RTMENT  spokesman 
said  he  wanted  to  make  “abundantly  clear 
that  until  there  is  a verified  cease  fire,  there’s 
no  conference  as  far  as  we’re  concerned.” 

One  authoritative  source  said  the  test 
would  come  in  the  next  day  or  two  when  it 
is  determined  whether  the  Communist-back- 
ed rebels  will  go  along  with  the  royal  Laotian 
government’s  acceptance  of  the  cease  fire. 


DeGaulle  Wins  Support 
As  Rebel  Leaders  Spout, 
‘Make  Algeria  French!’ 

PARIS,  April  25  (UPI)— President  Charles  De  Gaulle 
recalled  troops  and  armored  vehicles  from  Germany  today 
to  help  cope  with  the  military  rebellion  in  Algeria  and  the 
threat  of  an  invasion  of  France. 

He  named  Gen.  Michel  Fourquet  commander  of  all  air 
forces  in  Algeria  and  Fourquet  issued  the  first  top  level  chal- 
lenge from  Algerian  soil  to  the  authority  of  the  rebel  gener- 

“OFFICERS,  PETTY  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  French 
army,  you  have  heard  the  orders  of  the  chief  of  ..state,” 
Fourquet  said  in  reinforcing  De  Gaulle’s  orders  Sunday 
for  Frenchmen  to  resist  the  rebellion. 

“Your  duty  is  clear.  You  cannot  accept  the  blackmail  to 
which  you  have  been  submitted.” 

HE  SAID  THE  insurrection  was  being  headed  by  a “few 
misguided  officers”  who  lacked  the  widespread  troops  sup- 
port they  claimed.

ing  a B-26  bomber,  in  Southern 
France  yesterday.  Their  pilots , 
said  they  took  off  when  their 
airfield  at  Algiers  was  sur- 
rounded by  the  French  Foreign 
Legion. 

THEY  SAID  when  they  left 
about  1,000  air  force  men  were 
demonstrating  support  for  De- 
Gaulle. 

The  four  generals  who  pro- 
claimed the  rebellion  Saturday 
to  “keep  Algeria  French”  ap- 
peared to  be  maintaining  their 
control  over  the  main  military 
centers  of  Algiers,  Constantine 
and  Oran  but  there  was  no  in^ 
dication  their  power  was  spread- 
ing. 

FRENCH  government  sources 
said  every  hour  was  bringing 
new  pledges  of  support  for  De- 
Gaulle from  field  commanders 
in  Algeria.

And  ever  since  that  day,  which  was  about  250  years 
ago,  peoiile,.  when  they  have  heard  Bach’s  music,  have 
felt  ...  a great  emotional  uplift,  which  has  made  them 
more  sensitively  worshipful — in  which  the  inner  mov- 
ings  of  the  spirit  have  been  quickened. 

Such  a masterpiece  of  human  expression  is  the 
' vehicle  which  shares  with  us  the  emotional  religious 
feelings  of  its  creator.  We  can  also  study  Leonardo  da 
Vinci’s  “The  Last  Supper”  and  understand  better  our 
Savior.  We  deeply  question  God  and  our  relationship 
with  Him  when  Archibald  MacLeish  presents  the  mod- 
ern story  of  Job — noW  known  as  “J.B.” 

That  is  why  the  value  of  the  Fine  Arts  Festival, 
“Religion  and  the  Fine  Arts,”  is  a purely  personal  one. 
It  is  a personal  opportunity  for  education  of  the  spirit- 
ual and  emotional  part  of  our  being. 

The  combination  of  religion  and  art,  music,  speech, 
drama  and  literature  is  especially  fitting  on  this  cam- 
pus whei’e  the  religious  spirit  is  so  strong  that  it  per- 
meates the  thinking  of  student  and  teacher  alike.  For 
religion  is  not  adequately  expressed  through  theology 
and  doctrine,  but  must  include  a quickened  understand- 
ing and  a spiritual  sensitivity  which  can  come  through 
the  emotions.

Seaf  Belts  at  BYU? 

One  of  the  most  dismaying  evidences  of  public 
apathy  is  the  stubbornness  with  which  drivers  ignore 
seat  belts. 

Talk  to  a driver  and  he’ll  agree  that  they’re  a good 
thing  which  w'ould  probably  save  his  life  if  he  got  into 
a serious  accident.  Then  ask  him  if  he  has  them  and 
he’ll  dig  his  toe  into  the  dirt  while  he  explains  that  seat 
belts  are  just  too  much  bother. 

We  wonder  how  much  bother  a life  is  worth.  Un- 
fortunately, w'e  can’t  ask  the  young  driver  who  was 
thrown  out  of  his  car  Sunday  when  it  went  out  of  con- 
trol. He’s  not  around  to  answer  because  the  car  rolled 
over  on  him  several  times. 

It  is  even  more  dismaying  to  see  apathy  where 
people  should  know  better.  Apparently  a college  educa- 
cation  has  little  to  do  with  horse  sense,  because  only  a 
few  of  the  BYU  cars  used  on  tours  have  seat  belts. 

“We  put  seat  belts  in  the  cars  once,”  said  the  di- 
rector of  BYU’s  motor  pool,  “but  the  people  just  refused 
to  use  them.”  As  a result  this  vital  safety  factor,  which 
could  mean  the  difference  between  life  and  death  for 
some  travel-weary  student,  is  left  off  from  most  BYU 
automobiles. 

The  motor  pool  is  willing  to  install  the  seat  belts, 
but  they  insist  that  the  administration  will  have  to  do 
something  more  positive  towards  educating  students  to 
use  them  before  the  installation  will  do  any  good. 

We  think  the  administration  should  take  this  ac- 
tion by  making  it  a travel  regulation  that  all  tours 
using  BYU  vehicles  must  also  use  the  seat  belts  provid- 
ed w'itli  the  car. 

For  those  who  would  like  to  install  seat  belts  on 
their  present  car,  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol  recom- 
mends the  following: 

A hole  will  have  to  be  drilled  in  the  floor  of  the 
car  to  anchor  the  belt.  On  the  underside  of  the  car  a 
large  washer  should  be  used  to  give  adequate  protection, 
and  a bolt  at  least  5/16  of  an  inch  in  diameter  should  be 
used. 

“At  least  6,000  lives  could  have  been  saved  last 
year  if  seat  belts  were  in  common  use,”  a patrolman 
told  us.  This  year,  some  of  those  lives  could  well  be 
BYU  students  if  proper  action  is  taken  now.

If  so,  then  I suggest  that  you’re 
several  years  behind  in  under- 
standing the  most  productive 
methods  of  curbing  infractions 
of  the  law,  i.e.  dishonesty.
